I recehtly read a muguxine article chat 
identified perfectionism as a distinct per- 
sonality iniil, and cited some new research - 
on the subject. 

The study .was conducted liy Cordon 
Flett, a' psychology professor at York

Hewitt, of th'c University of- British 
Columbia, Vancouver. Tlic two have con- 
. eluded that there arc three, types of per- 
fectionism. , 

Othcr-oriemed perfectionists arc those' 
who expect everyone aruiind them to he 
f1awle.s.s. These are the people who hardly 
cvcrdclcgniuanything.' . 

. Siicially-Frescrihcd perfectionists are 
people who believe everyone expects ' 
them (0 Iw perfect, so tliey re.spo’nd by set- 
ting Impossible stnndords for themselves. 

Self-oriented perfectionism isn't quite so 
bad.

A. Actually, I’m not going tn 
tell you to stop dressing Amnntlu 
on school mornings. As you 
already realize, if you simply 
stop,' she will sdll be in her paja- 
mas when it's time foe you to 
icovetbe house. 

That would present two. 
options: You could either (a) take 
,her and a set of suitoblc clothes 
-*to school and deposit both in the 
principarsoffice, or (b) go to_ 
work, Icaving.her at heme uonc.

The rule: If you have to help 
her (jet dres.scd to leave the house 
on lime, Amanda has no after- 
school privileges. She can’t go out-' 
side, have a friend over or watch 
television, and (!) she has to go to 
bed one hour early because she’s 
obviously not getting enough 
sleep (or so you tell her).

' self-esteem movement is under 
fin:. 

' No one doubts the importance 
of developing self-esteem in .chil-- 
'dren. But teachers and parents 
critical of the movement argue 
that the road to hi^ sclf-esiccht 
shouU be paved with hard work 
'—not empty pinisc. 

' And they blame tnc movement 
for helping to create it genera- 
tion of children addicted to 
: praise for mediocre perfor*- • 
mance. - 

. “Educators have been pres- 
sured to provide a 'feel-good- 
' evciyihing-is-wondcrful approach 
' to children. The result if you 
don’t get that instant feedback * 
' you feel very let down,” said 
Marge Maine, a psychologist- at 
the Institute ' of. Living in . 
Hartford, Conn. “It’s almost like 
being on a drug" ’ ' 

School administrators acknowl-. 

- edge that there hove been mis- 
'steps. ' 

“These movements come on' 
the scene and then they are 
interpreted, used well and not 
so well.” sold Tom Murphy, 
spokesman for the Connecticut 
Oepertment of Education. “Wc 
cannot forsake siandords for 
..the sake of self-esteem. 
Everyone-docs-well-if-thcy- . 
moke-ihc-cffori is ccrtoinly not 
at the core." 

But Murphy said he believes 
that critics who would do away

going too far. . 

- "To say it’s a total solution or 
poison, cither way.-ii’s not,” he 
said. 

Nowhere is division more dear 
than in .the classroom, where 
many teachers nre-ditical of the 
, movement while' administrators 
support it.' 

“Wc have people who call the 
child stupid, say, ‘He always acts - 
just like hLs father,' 'You’ll never . 
'do anything in. life.’ We try to 
eliminate all these comments,” 
said Irvin GuidiccUi, principal of 
Burns School in Hartford, who 
supports programs designed to 
build self-esteem in children. ' . . 
Some teachers, however, com: 

' plain. that'tpo. oftcn low self-. ' 
esteem is. used as an 'cx'cui» for ’ 
bad behovibr. ' ’ 

Maine, dircetbrof cadng.diso^. ' 
dcrs.at the Institute of Living, 
said' fcel-good.'self-cstcem pro- 
grams do not prepare children for 
real life. 

“You get self-esteem not from 
being told you're wonderful, but 
by;belng able to do things," 
Maine sold; “Self-esteem is hulk' 
by being able to fnll as well as- 
succeed.” 

And Maine sees a relationship .' 
between the self-esteem move- 
ment and the increasing number 
of girls with eating disorders. 

“The foet is everything isn’t 
great oil the time. Your hast 
friend turns on you, there arc 
dcaih.s and losses, divorce.- You 
don’t have the skills to deal with 
thot bccousc you've been protect- 
ed all the time.” she said. 

Jack Blessington, a former 
school administrator from 
Greenwich. Conn., often lectures 


parents about the value of doing 
less for their children: 

The way to build self-esteem in 
children .is to put them to work, 
he said. ' . 

“Labor is the great normalizcr 
for children. That includes writ- 
ing to Grandma, who’s sitting out ' 
there in Kansas,' it might be nice . 
. for her to get. a letter. ... Nobody 
over the age of 5 should have 
anybody moke a sandwich for 
them. Who sets the table? Who 
loads and unloads the dishwash- 
er? The fact that a 15-year-old 
walked the dog doesn’t impress 
me. 

“Highly serviced children 
don’t do. very well. If we give 
children everything out of bur 
affluence and love but do not 
have them participate in family 
labor, we cheat them" out of 
tlicir sense of place in the com- 
. mqnity, he said.
